ancient city seen, in its dramatic 
meen and colorful history; but some 
of them were epocal enough to 
have deep interest and special significance 
to all Angelenos. ' 
Especially interesting to our people, 
under the Mexican regime, was the first 
_ formal celebration of the Fourth in South- 
ern California, in 1828, when the Amert- 
can ships anchored in San Diego Harbor 
celebrated the dag by “burning much gun- 
powder” in firing national salutes; the 
chief celebrant being the famous Frank- 
lin, an American ship, commanded by 


Capt. Bradshaw, that a fortnight later. 


fought the Second Battle of San Diego 
with Fort Guijarros at the harbor en- 
trance, and made our Angelenos wonder 
if we Americans kept such hair-trigger 
fireworks on tap. ready to go off at any 


moment. 
Queer Affair 

Strangely enough, the last Fourth of 
July tn Los Angeles under the Mexican 
flag (July 4, 1846,) was celebrated in curi- 
ous fastifon by our Mexican pueblo’s for- 
mal destruction and confiscation of the 
ancient Indian village of Yang-Na, upon 
whose site Los Angeles was built. When 
white men, personified by Spain and its 
first Governor of California, Portola, first 
saw the tribe of 300 Los Angeles Indians 
on August 2, 1769, they were living in this 
village of Yang-Na, situated between our 
present Aliso street, East First street, and 
the river, om an ancient site that prob- 
ably had been inhabited from remote an- 
tiquity, thus marking our city as occupy- 
ing one of the oldest continually inhab- 
ited sites on the globe. Though these 
aboriginal first Angelenos were painted 
and auite naked savages, yet they were 
always most friendly to the white man, 
then, and after the founding of Los An- 
geles in 1781; and our Town Council! 
whose name then was Muy Illustre Ayun- 
tamiento (Very IHustrious Town Council) 
—had formally granted them for their 
rancheria or village, the ancient site of 
Yang-Na, which was in the central part 
of the many square miles of pueblo (town) 
lands that belonged to Los Angeles. 

Poor Lo, however, quickly acquired the 
white man’s habit of lapping up too much 
firewater, whereon he was prone to get 
howling drunk and indulge in free fights. 
with fatal results, in his Pueblito“—as 
this early Indian reservation of Yang-Na 
was called by the Angelenos, who grew 
overweary of the sanguinary orgies of 
these red inebriates, and petitioned that 
the Indians be expelled from town. 
Amongst these petitioners was that ro- 
mantic sailor, Johann Gronigen of Hol- 
land, ome of the crew of the American 
brig Danube which had been shipwrecked 
in San Pedro Bay on Christmas Eve of 
1829. He had come to Los Angeles, 
changed his name to Juan Domingo (John 
Sunday.) as the Mexicans could not pro- 
nounce his name: had married and ac- 
quired a fine vineyard near First and Ala- 
meda streets; and had already been fined 


$2 by the Council for fencing in part of 


Yang-Na. Lo got lower, drunker and more 
of a pest each year, so, finally, the Coun- 
cil decided to remove him across the 
river to a place called Aguage de Los 
Avilas; and thus, on the natal day of our 
country, July 4, 1846, the Muy [Illustre 
Ayuntamiento celebrated the day by sell- 
ing this ancient Yang-Na to the Dutch- 
man, Domingo, for the sum of $200, which 
was to be expended upon the exiled ab- 
origines—only Gov. Pio Pico borrowed it 
to pay his soldiers with, and Lo got left 
as usual’ This was the last recorded 
meeting of this most illustrious Mexican 
Council, and its last act was to thus cake 
away from the ancient Indian owners of 
this place the last foot of their ancestral 


The American era was ushered in when 
Sloat hoisted the flag over Monterey on 
July 7, 1846, and proclaimed that Call- 
fornia was annexed to the United States. 
Stockton took peaceful possession of all 
California, and Northern California made 
no resistance; but the Angelenos were 
a spirited and independent lot; and so, in 
the fall of 1846 they revolted, drove out 
the American garrison of Los Angeles, 
set all Southern California aflame, de- 
feated the American forces in the battles 
of Dominguez Rancho and San Pasqual, 
and forced Stéckton to undertake a regu- 
lar campaign against them. Stockton 
defeated them in two battles, not far from 
Los Angeles, and again took possession 
of our town, on January 10, 1847. 


A strong garrison was kept here, to 
hold down the flery Angelenos, and a fort 
was begun, on Fort Hill—the hill above 
the Broadway Tunnel, two blocks north 
of the Times Building—and was carried 
on nearly to completion by Col. Steven- 
son, then in command of Southern Cali 
fornia, who also erected in ite rear a flag- 
pole 150 feet high, so that Mexican mal- 
contents might our flag from afar and 
tremble at our power. Stevenson ordered 
a military celebration of the day; and so, 
on July 4, 1847, the Fourth of July was 
thus first officially observed here by a 
full parade of the military garrison of 
700 soldiers then stationed in Los Angeles. 
The Angelenos turned out en masse; the 
troops were paraded; a national salute 
fired at noon; the American flag streamed 
overhead, and the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was read aloud to that strange as- 
semblage of two peoples, speaking differ- 
ent languages and still eyeing each other 
askance, after their recent battles in the 
region of Los Angeles. 


Bitterness 


So it befell that bitterness still lingered 
in the minds of the Californians, even 
after this epochal first Fourth of July 
celebration in Los Angeles; but time as- 
suages even the fiercest passiong of men, 
and gradually the Californians grew to 
appreciate and understand the alien race 
of American invaders and settlers, espe- 
cially since the natives sat in our First 
Constitutional Convention as honored dele- 
gates; and had a responsible share in 
their State, local and eity government. 
The Californians were a kindly, hospit- 
able and most lovable lot of folks, and 
were not the kind to overnurse a grudge; 
yet there were some who still resented 
our conquest of California, as a wrong to 
their race; and it was with a view to 
dispelling this resentment and proclaim- 
ing, in its stead, a new era of good feel- 
ing between their race and ours, that the 
brave and tactful Capt. Don Juan Sepul- 
veda, who had fought against us here dur- 
ing the Mexican War, determined to stage 
a joint celebration of the Fourth of July 
by the people of both races—the first 
such ever held in Southern California, as 
hitherto the native Californians had held 
aloof. 


So, on this memorable Fourth of July, 
1853, Capt. Sepulveda set out with his

This same July 4, 1853, that stalwart 
American and eminent citizen, Phineas 
Bahning, always rampantly patriotic, gave 
a famous celebration of the Fourth that 
lasted three days, and included a notable 
barbecue—which usually accompanied 
these early Testivities. In those easy-going 
days time was not so valuable as now, 
and the Americans were glad of almost 


any chance to celebrate a fitting occasion. 


American and Californian friends from 
the great Palos Verdes Rancho that be- 
longed to his family; embarked at San 
Pedro in a big boat and proceeded across 
San Pedro Bay to Wilmington Bay, and 
there loaded a cannon aboard his boat, and 
proceeded to Deadman’s which 
then was much larger and higher than 
the remnant now left of this famous and 
historic island in Los Angeles Harbor. 


Salutes 


Dragging the cannon to the top of this 
island, on which were the graves of the 
United States sailors and marines that 
had fallen at the Battle of Dominguez 
Rancho, the Californians and Americans 
fired thundering salutes to these heroes, 
and in honor of the day; awakening the 
echoes of the San Pedro hills, and filling 
one atid all the company with mutual 
patriotic ardor and enthusiasm, over this 
first joint celebration of the Fourth. Then 
Capt. Sepulveda made a most stirring and 
splendid speech that moved his auditors 
most deeply. 

This salute of honor, he said, would 
serve a threefold purpose, he hoped. It 
would banish any possible ill-feeling thet 
might still remain in the hearts of the 
sons of the country (the Californians) 
toward the United States; also, it would 
mark California's gratitude to the founders 
of modern liberty, such as Washington; 
and, lastly, it would be a fitting salute 
to the seven (really six) brave marines 
who lost their lives in the service of their 
country. And Sepulveda then proceeded 
to describe the battle in which he him- 
self had fought and these heroes had 
fallen; and gave several interesting de- 
tails of that strange battle that had prac- 
tically been won by a single small can- 
non-—-the famous Woman's Gun —in the 
hands of the Californians in this curious 
conflict, where the American forces had 
no artillery with them. 


“The old gun was subsequently buried 
near my house,” went on Capt. Sepul- 
veda, “and after a nap of six years, here 
it is again. And here am I, and here are 
others who dragged it away at the time. 
And here we are—the old enemies, the 
new friends—and here is brave Higuiera, 
firing a salute of honor over our former 
foes who fell in battle. 


San Diego once staged a three-day cele- 
bration of the Fourth, and San Juan Ca- 
pistrano spent half a week celebrating 
another Fourth of July, including a bar- 
becue and the dancing that nearly always 
were included in these early Southern 
California fiestas of the Fourth. 

In 1855 Los Angeles had a notable 


Fourth of July, with glorious music ren- 


dered by the military band from Fort Te- 
jon, and much firing of salutes by cannon. 
The two old guns that Gen. Andres Pico 
had buried on the bank of the Arroyo 
Seco, beford his surrender to Fremont, 
were much used to fire such Fourth of 
July salutes: until finally, one Fourth, one 
of them blew up, miraculously harming 
no one. Speaking of cannon, the one 
that Sepulveda used in 1853 was not the 
famous Woman's Gun” (which is now fia 
the Navy Department at Washington; ) 
but may have come from the wreck of 
the Dantbe, per Dana and Guerra of Santa 
Barbara, who bought it for $1761 and its 
cargo for $3316, and in February, 1830, 
came hither and wrecked it. Some of its 
timbers were said to have been used for 
the Guadalupe Refugio, built by Chap- 
man and launched in 1831 at San Pedro— 
the first ship built in Southern California. 
Or Sepulveda’s gun may have been one 
of those left for some reason at San Pe- 
dro, in charge of Bartolo Tapia, by Capt. 
Noe of the armed Spanish ship Flora from 
Lima, who left six or eight cannon at 
San Pedro in 1813. 


Children 


The patriotic American children of Los 
Angeles really deserve the credit for the 
celebration of the Fourth in the year 
1859. No plans had been made for ob- 
serving the Fourth that year, until these 
little ones clamored for it, and com- 
menced appealing to the local Americans 
for subscriptions for its celebration. 
Moved by their childish plea, a committee 
was appointed, $400 was subscribed, and 
a Fourth of July picnic was held in the 
enclosed garden of Don Luis Sainsevain. 

‘Another famous Fourth of July—one 
that marked a crisis in Los Angeles’ state 
of mind, and which, if not a very elabor- 
ate celebration, yet was most intensely 
enjoyed by the loyal participants therein 
—was in 1861, during the Civil War, when 
passions famed up to the fighting pitch, 
on the slightest occasion, especially in 
such localities as Los Angeles and South- 
ern California generally, that had a very 
large and aggressive southern element in 
their midst. Feeling in Los Angeles was 
so intense that some southerners had 
threatened to shoot anyone who dared to 
raise the American flag—a dare promptly 
taken up by Capt. (afterwards Gen.)

Celebrations 
Old-Time 


Days Recited: 


Winfield Scott Hancock—who was Demo 
cratic candidate for President years later 
on. That fine and fiery old patriot, Piin- 
eas Banning, openly presented—on May 
25, 1861—an American flag specially made 
for the occasion, to the new Union Club 
of. Los Angeles; and he and Hancock 
made patriotic speeches, punctuated by 
the diapason of a thirty-four-gun salute. 
On July 4, 1861, the loyal Angelenos 
foregathered at the Plaza, formed a pro- 
cession and marched to Sainsevain's shady 
garden and applauded patriotic speeches, 
especially that of Capt. Hancock, who, as 
Army Quartermaster in our city, with his 
office at Third and Main, did all he could 
to advance the interests of Los Angeleg, 
of which he was an ardent booster} and 
greatly promoted its commerce by estab- 
lishing mp Drum at Wilmington. 


Merchants 


For some years before 1871 
had not been formally celebra 
Angeles, but that year the patri 
chants got together and had a 
celebration of the Fourth, with flags 
speeches and music and everything, im 
cluding lots of noise, and the miscel 
laneous firing-off of guns and pistols that 
marked each and every American holiday 
in early Los Angeles. 

The Centennial Year of 1876 witnessed 
our most pretentious early Fourth of July 
celebration, for which great preparations 
were made. Bunting and flags were lib- 
erally used; a triple arch adorned Main 
street; statues of national heroes and pic- 
tures of Washington bedecked the town, 
and on this auspicious occasion à truly 
typical American Fourth of Jilly proces- 
sion of the Victorian epoch paraded 
through the streets, headed by the opera- 
house band and the famous Los Angeles 
Guard, the Los Angeles Rifleros (Rite 
men) and the Veterans of the Mexican 
War. The French Benevolent Society fur- 
nished a float, on which rode three beau- 
teous ladies, representing Frasice, the 
United States and Liberty. Thirteen 
young ladies on another float posed as 
the thirteen colonies, while tWenty-five 
maids on another represented the other 
States of the Union. 

This triumphal march wound up, t- 
tingly enough, at the “Garden of Para- 
dise,” in whose spacious grounds some 
2600 Angelenos assembled to listen to 
patriotic speeches, drink beer and admire 
this remarkable resort, which was situat- 
ed between Spring, Main, Third and 
Fourth streets, and had been adorned by 
Lehman (its genial originator) with stat- 
ves of Adam and Eve and the Serpent 
lurking conveniently near-by, with an oph- 
idian eye on Eve. In these grounds a 
sailor named Alexander had, in the 408, 
built a perfectly round house of adobe. 
after the pattern of an edifice that he 
had seen in Africa. Lehman had boarded 
over the walls of this famous early re 
sort of thirsty male Angelenos, thus giv- 
ing it an octagonal shape. And then, 
after planting shrubs and vines around 
its grounds, he had made a noble German 
beer garden out of it, and dubbed it “The 
Carden of Paradise”—possibly because of 
man's innate propensity to fall, whenever 
sufficiently tempted to do so. 

Ten years later Los Angeles awoke from 
its long siesta as a sleepy little Spanish 
American town, and sprang into lite as a 
full-fledged American city, full of pep, 
push, politics, promoters and mighty 
plans for the future, with a real estate 
batting average of 1001 and a desire to 
do or die—muy pronto! And so it set 
out on its long march to the sea, on which 
lies the foreshadowed greatness of the 
Los Angeles of the future, whose coming 
millions will some day raise grateful 
monuments to the American pioneers of 
Los Angeles, who kept the faith, stood 
guard at our gates, and renewed their 
patriotic fire at the flaming altars of our 
first Fourth of July celebrations, in the 
eafMy epochs of our history as a city.

Irrigation ditches and brick reservoirs 
still intact—were constructed; fields 
and gardens tilled by the Indians, and 
orange trees, date palms and grapevines 
set out, and even some cotton was raised 
here. Wayfarers were thrice welcome in 
this sequestered vale, and one ef the ear- 
lest was famous Capt. Anza, who stopped 
here on March 7, 1776, with his San Fran- 
cisco colonists, and was rejoined by Mo- 
raga and the muleteer deserters. 


The Indians were docile, but mission 
life was fatal to them, for many more 
were buried here than were baptized here. 
In 1802 it had 1052 neophytes, which rose 
to 1300 in 1805. The hostile wild Indians 
from the San Joaquin Valley, called Tu- 
larenos, in 1818 invaded all this region, 
under their head chief, Chief Chalpinich, 
and threatened the missions of San An- 
tonto, Soledad and San Miguel, the last 
of which the pesky redskins besieged. 
Only after two fierce fights, one of them 
on the Nacimiento River near-by, were

Miguel Mission Founded: July 26, 

1797. Padre Sitjar left his beloved 
San Antonio for a year, to come hither 
and found this mission of San Miguel Ar- 
angel—St. Michael the Archangel—which 
is situated near the small town of San 
Miguel, San Luis Oblapo county, on the 
rallway north of San Luis Obispo. It was 
located in the fairly fertile Upper Salinas 
River Valley; but its crops did not do 
well owing to frequent hard frosts during 
winter, and the summer's intense heat, 
which at times was so great that Robin- 
son in 1830 says it even overcame the 
fleas, which gasped for breath on the hot 
mission pavements. The padres therefore 
located temporary neophyte colonies in 
adjacent fertile valleys, where orchards 
were set out, grain and beans raised, and 
herds pastured—one of these being locat- 
ed at Santa Margarita (close to San Luis 
Obispo Mission,) with its majordomo’s 
house, adobe storehouse and little chapel. 


Fray Juan Martin was its most noted 
padre, residing here from 1791 till his 
death in 1824. 

In 1802 there were 614 neophytes here, 
and they were all well dressed, as woolen 
mantas and good biue cloth were mant- 
factured, and locally grown cotton was 
made into cloth. But in August, 1806, « 
fire destroyed the tools and buildings used 
for this purpose, beside much material, 
as well as the church roof. In 1814 the 
mission reached its maximum, with 1076 
neophytes; and in 1818 its new (the pres 
ent) church was ready for roofing—tt be 
ing finished in 1820, in which year it had 
976 neophytes, 10,000 cattle, 1400 horses, 
and 14,000 sheep. Fray Juan Cabot (broth- 
er to Fray Pedro Cabot, “El Caballero”) 
was here with Martin from 1807-17, and 
was called “El Marinero” (The Sailor) 
from his bluff hearty manners, jovial dis- 
position, and a warm heart that made 
him ned by all. 

When this mission was secularized its 
neophytes at once deserted it; its goods 
were scattered, and the place deserted.

In the early days June 5 to 10 marked 
the opening of the season. This date has 
steadily advanced through improvements 
in maturing the vines until now April 29 
stands as the earliest date upon which 
shipments from Imperial Valley have been 
made. 

Not only has the season been materially 
advanced so that the valley melons are 
in greater demand throug the coun- 
try. but the culture of the plants has been 
so improved that they are in the best 
of condition throughout the season untl! 
the last melons have been picked and seat 
to market in July.

That the Imperial Valley cantaloupes 
have constantly been improved in quality 
is proven by the constantly greater de- 
mand for them from markets throughout 
the country. : 

From the small beginning twenty-five 
years ago, the crop has increased each 
year until now from 35,000 to 40,000 acres 
are planted annually, with shipments run- 
ning in the neighborhood of 156,000 car- 
loads, largely to Eastern States. 

Growers and shippers from many sec- 
tions of the United States have studied 
the methods of the Imperial Valley ship- 
pers and of the railroad as an example 
of the great degree of efficiency developed 
in handling such a crop. In fact, the 
valley cantaloupe crop stands out as the 
biggest, most rapidly handled, the most 
perishable and the most concentrated 
freight deal in the world. From a rail- 
road section forty miles in length, this 
big crop is handled each year in a period 
of about six weeks. For this reason the 
valley captaloupe crop and its bandling 
stand as a model for other growing sec- 
tions. 

Each year before the cantaloupe season 
opens the Southern Pacific and the Pacific 


Fruit Express companies begin to move 
thousands of refrigerator cars toward the 
valley. Trained crews are sent to the Val- 
ley to handle the many details of the 
intricate machinery necessary to trans- 
port the crop to market. The supply of 
ice is a vital factor and the prompt han- 
dling of cars to and from the packing and 
loading sheds means much to preserving 
the best quality of the melons. 


Shipment 


The cantaloupes are picked in the early 
morning hours, packed in crates and load- 
ed into the iced cars within a few hours, 
During the height of the season the can- 
taloupe trains leave the valley at fre 
quent intervals, the first stop being at 
Yuma, where the cars are reiced. Here 
140 refrigerator cars may be iced at one 
time at the station recently completed.

One day the sindico (a town official) of 
Monterey caught the wife of a captain 
and two other ladies bathing in the town 
reservoir, and scolded them-—for filling 
the water with soap!

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PAsscrting Our Independenge in flome Garden 
By Frances Duncan

— 


ONSIDERING that ours is the Land of 

the Free and the Home of the Brave, it 
would seem that we might occasionally use 
a little of our inherited independence in the 
matter of planting the grounds about our 
homes. 

Yet, when anyone does garden after the 
devices of his own heart, how very delight- 
ful and how peculiarly refreshing it is to 
contemplate! 

Like any form of creative art, gardening 
is in a sense the “outward and visible sign 
of the inward and spiritual grace.” Our 
houses are now so much alike, that if we 
may not find a little self-expression in our 
gardening—Heaven help us! 

The growing inclination to use the native 
Californian plants is an exceedingly hope- 
ful sign in our gardening. None so fit the 
landscape, none are so gifted in adapting 
themselves to our climatic conditions and 
none respond so readily and rapidly to a 
little care. The increasing knowledge of 
the wild flowers will inevitably bring an 
increasing respect and appreciation for 
them. Besides, if we can't appreciate the 
beauty we have, where is the use of import- 
ing other types of beauty? 


Use of Native Trees 
Few have done more toward popularizing 
the use of native plants than Theodore 
Payne, whose use of them has been exceed- 
ingly skilful, and whose knowledge of them 
and tirelessness in collecting them has been 
a cause of gratitude in many a plant lover. 
For those who wish sure and rapid growth, 
and plants that harmonize, especially where 
the landscape is not a flat, unbroken plain, 
here are a few suggestions as to which of 
the native Californians may be used with 
most advantage. 
For hillside sites, for holding the soil on 
dry and not slopes, for picturesque planting 
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and for that delightful informal sort of 
gardening to which one does not need to 
give constant attention, it is hard to find 
plants which equal the native shrubs and 
trees and plants. 

First comes the Sequoia, which, although 
the householder may not live to see it at its 
fullest development, unless we learn to 
equal Methuselah, is yet a very beautiful 
specimen tree in Ms youth; fairly rapid in 
growth, soft and rich in foliage, and very 
graceful in contour. 

The California sycamore is one of the 
most beautiful of deciduous trees, far more 
beautiful and picturesque than the European 
sycamore. In old age, the bark of the Cali 
fornia sycamore becomes white; the growth 
is fairly rapid. Many of the canyons had 
once a fine growth of sycamores but these 
have been burned over until few are left. 
This California sycamore (Platanus Race- 
mosus) is highly valuable in reforestation. 

Another tree, much used in reforestation, 
is, like the sycamore and the redwood, a 
beautiful tree for specimen planting, and 
that is the big cone pine (Pinus Coulteri). 
The foliage is a deep, soft, rich green, the 
tree symmetrical in habit, and the great 
cones are very decorative. Sabin's nut pine 
(Pinus Sabiniana) is very valuable for 
planting on dry hillsides; it is able to thrive 
with but a scant supply of water and the 
soft, grayish green drooping foliage is very 
attractive, and -a thing which should rec- 
ommend it to real estate subdividers it is 
of very rapid growth. But the fastest grower 
of all pines is the Monterey pine (Pinus 
Insignis), which quickly assumes its fine 
pyramidal shape; its vivid green and rapid 
growth make it a joy to the landscape gar- 
dener whose client wants a quick effect. 

Another noted Californian conifer is the 
Monterey cypress (Cupressus Macrocarpa), 
which is frequently planted for hedges and 
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windbreaks, and a splendid hedge it makes. 

In old age this cypress becomes picturesque 

and curiously interesting in form. 
Deciduous Plants 

Among deciduous plants there is Nevin's 
barberry (Berberis Nevinii), a native bar- 
berry, rather stiffly branched, though not as 
dense as the Japanese, with gray-creen 
foliage, silvery im tinge, and charming, 
canary-colored flowers borne in clusters and 
succeeded by deep red berries. It is a plant 
which thrives under almost any condition, 
sun or shade, given water or suffering 
drought; also it makes an excellent hedge 
plant. The Ceanothi are well known, but 
not enough planted; for dry situations this 
California wild lilac is most satisfactory. 
There are also highly colored hybrids which 
are exceedingly interesting, such as C. 
Arboreus Hybridus, whose tiowers are very 
large and very bright blue; but the most 
beautiful of the Ceanothi is C. Cyaneus, a 
native of San Diego county, whose flowers 
appear in great trusses of bloom, very large, 
very deep blue, and they come in spring 
after other sorts have faded. 

The bush sunflower (Encelia Californica) 
is admirable for dry banks; especially at- 
tractive it is when associated with the 
lupines. All the lupines excel in this benefi- 
cent business of covering dry banks with 
their radiant flowering, notably the yellow 
tree lupine (Lupinus Arboreus), with its 
fragrant, canary-colored flowers; Lapinus 
Brittoni, very tall-growing and exceedingly 
showy plant, which has deep purple racemes 
of flowers, and the earliest of the bush 
lupines (IL. Longifolius), whose flowers are 
more of a Delft blue. 

The cacti from the deserts are very beau- 
tiful when skilfully planted, and to those 
who love them there is a strange fascination 
in these curious growths. Very effective 
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planted with the cacti are the various suc- 
culents, especially mesembryanthemum, 
which may now be had in many forms. 


Very beautiful in desert planting is the 
California scariet thistle (Cirsum Coulteri), 
which is a biennial; it grows very tall, stiffly 
erect, the foliage of the cool, gray-green of 
the Oriental poppy. Effective, also, on dry 
soil or in desert planting is the white eve. 
ning primrose (Ocenother Trichocalyx). 
which forms a great mass of bloom, the 
plants about one and a half feet high and 
the foliage of the grayish green which 
seems the favorite livery of plants which 
successfully endure drought. 


These are only a few-—there are many 
others there is the violet nightshade, the 
desert mallow, the well-known and rarely 
beautiful Matilija poppy, the California 
fuchsia. 

One of the lovely native Californians 
which is very little planted is the Parkin- 
sonia. With space enough about it, the 
Parkinsonia grows into a lovely tree with 
soft, feathery, pale green foliage, and during 
the entire month of June and part of July 
it is covered with pale yellow blossoms 
which veil it as completely as the golden 
bells mist the forsythia, or the rose-colored 
flowers the cherry tree. The shape of the 
Parkinsonia is graceful. It is an excellent 
lawn tree of secondary growth, and being 
a native of the desert, thrives without very 
much water. It would be asso 
ciated with the Jacaranda. 


If those who own waste places, instead of 
desiring them to blossom with the rose, 
which takes considerable soil cultivation 
and preparation, and watering, would plant 
the native shrubs and trees and perennials, 
which are able to care for themselves under 
most untoward conditions, California would 
be an even more beautiful place than it is. 
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| He Makes New Roses Out of Old Ones 


erly Hille Hotel, in Beverly Hills, is a 

rose garden, famous throughout the 
world of rose lovers, a garden from 
which comes, now and then, a new creation 
of loveliness, a rose which makes history. 
Announcements on rose testing, from the 
owner of this garden, seal the fate of many 
a variety. A commendation fires the enthu- 
siasm of rosarians with a desire to possess 
such a rose, and an adverse report very def- 


initely puts a garden aspirant in the unde- 
desirable class. 


Since 1901, Capt. George Thomas, Jr., 
has been deeply interested in testing and 
hybridizing roses. He began a series of 
experiments which culminated in his work, 
“The Practical Book of Outdoor Rose Grow- 
ing.” published in 1914, which became ex- 
ceedingly popular, and firmly established 
Capt. Thomas as a recognized authority on 
the subject. At his former home in Phil- 
adelphia, he carried out some of his theo 
ries on rose culture and originated a num- 
ber of fine roses. His experimentations ex- 
tended from Philadelphia to Massachysetts. 
Later, convinced that the greatest ned 
among rose lovers throughout the country 
was for a more refinite knowledge of varie 
ties best adapted to different sections of 
the country, Captain Thomas traveled. by 
auto from the Atlantic to the Pacific from 
the St. Lawrence River to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and from the Mexican border to the 
Canadian Northwest, searching out the real 
rose growers of each locality, making ex- 
tensive observations and securing s0-opera- 
tion on tests to be conducted. For some 
years he carried on tests of his own in Cal- 
ifornia, and finally moved here. satisfied 
that no other climate in this country could 
afford such fine opportunities for rose cul- 
ture as that found in Southern California. 

In 1924, Captain Thomas compiled the re 
sulte of these years of travel, observation 
and testing in a volume called, “Roses for 
All American Climates.” thus giving rose- 
loving people a very valuable guide for fu- 
ture plantings, a volume which gives se 
lected lists of the types of roses best adapt- 
ed to the different parts of the country as 
well as much practical information on the 
cultivation and care of the plants. 


THE FIRST AMERICAN 


Phillipe Notsette was the first real Amert- 
can grower of roses, back in 1817. The Nol- 
sette rose, a tender climbing variety, was 
originated in this country, but the wood was 
sent over to France, where a great many 
new varieties were developed. Roses of the 
Nolisette strain form part of the lineage of 
many American roses of today, and a num- 
ber of them are to be found in Captain 
Thomas's rose garden. In spite of such an 
auspicious early beginning. rose growing 
lagged in this country for many years. the 
flower’s evolution being a matter left large 
ly to the bee. Rose testing was chiefly a 
case of the survival of the fittest, Capt. 
Thomas says. Then came Dr. Robert Huey, 
of Philadelphia, and Admiral Aaron Ward. 
of Long Island, who, up to about 1900, were 
active and thorough rose testers for their

sections, but their work was of little value 


to the rest of the United States. 

Captain Thomas began extending such 
work tm 1901, and then, In 1916, the Amert- 
can Rose Society issued its first annual. 
This yearly Volume gives the results of 
work done by rosarians throughout the 
country, an invaluable record and ‘source 
of information. Shortly after, the Interna- 
tional Rose test garden was established in 
Portiand, Or., and there Jesse A. Curry con- 
ducted work which has proved of great val- 
ue to rose growers. There still remained, 
practically untouched, the task of making a 

careful check on varieties best suited to our 
widely varying climates and solls, and this 
was the work Capt. Thomas undertook in 
1919. During the years between that time 
and the publication of his book in 1924, he 
covered many thousands of miles, instituted 
countless tests and carried on a voluminous 
correspondence with growers in every sec 
tion of the country with one purpose in view 
—that of collecting data which would be of 
real value to rose lovers throughout the 
United States. 

That work brought to a successful con- 
clusion, Captain Thomas turned his efforts 
in quite another direction. He dreamed of 
perfecting certain roses for ideal growing 
in California gardens. With no extremely 
cold season to face and comparatively few 
killing frosts, he visioned the perfect rose 
garden as a scene of bloom and beauty 
twelve mon fm the year. He could see

varieties which had a short blooming sea- 
son, lost their foliage early and became dor- 
mant for many months. So the experimen- 
tation went forward, with infinite patience 
and perseverance, until now he has several 
roses to choose from, climbers, bedding 
types and tree roses, which will give bloom 
and a background of fresh green foliage 
practically throughout the cycle of months. 

It isn’t a simple matter by any means, im- 
proving old varieties, and creating new 
ones. In his propagation house, Capt. 
Thomas is conducting some interesting ex- 
periments in seed germination. Under 
what is often termed the refrigerator” 


method, the one advocated by the Boyce 
Thompson Institute at Syracuse, N. Y., Capt. 
Thomas has obtained about 10 per cent ger- 
mination; under his own method, he has a 
record of 50 per cent germination. When 
he becomes thoroughly satisfied with his 
tests, he will probably have something of. 
great value to give the world in this regard. 

Out of the thousands of seedlings which 
come into bloom, some two months after 
germination, very few ever reach the gar- 
den for further experimentation.

Vegetable Growers Have to Get Up and 
“Dust” to Save Their Crops

E building up of rural communities 

particularly in Los Angeles county has 

increased the problem of insect pest 
control until now it is seldom possible to 
produce a crop successfully unless some of 
these control measures are undertaken. It 
is sometimes hard to realize the importance 
of early and constant insect control meas- 
ures. The problem is of especial import- 
ance in Los Angeles county since large 
areas are cut up into small farms where 
half a dozen or more garden crops are be- 
ing grown. The problem is also aggravated 
by the fact that considerable numbers of 
these tracts have been allowed to grow up 
to weeds, which are excellent “Insect pre- 
serves.” Effective pest control can only be 
done by applying early and correct control 
measures. This makes it desirable to keep 
on hand a supply of standard insecticidal 
materials so that the necessary sprays or 
dusts may be applied without delay. 

A series of field meetings recently held 
by the Los Angeles County Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service, in cooperation with the 
United States Bureau of Entomology 
brought to light numerous instances of com- 
plete or partial crop failure due to insect 
damage. In one case a tomato grower failed 
to spray for the tomato fruit worm and as 


The mental attitude of the farm operator 
is of considerable importance. The grower 


who says, “well I guess these insects won't 


not disappeared entirely yet. Such men 


gardeners planting take a big’ chance on both the quality of 
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their product and also on the size of the 
yield. Quality and yield are important fac- 
tors im the success or failure of a crop. In- 
sect pest control should be recognized as 
just as much of a farm operation as irri- 
gation or cultivation. 


SUCKERS AND CHEWERS 

The problem of pest control is not a very 
complicated one. Insect pests may be d. 
vided into two general classes: The suck- 
ing insects, and those that chew the foliage. 
The aphid is a good example of the sucking 
types. The chewing insects include a large 
number, the more common ones being cu- 
cumber beetle, the cutworm and the corn- 
ear worm. The chewing insects are usually 
noticed more and their damage is more ap- 
parent than that done by aphids or thrips. 
These pests likewise usually have a large 
variety of host plants on which they live. 
The corn-ear worm, for example, is found og 
tomatoes, cotton, peas, peppers and 
others. 

The cucumber beetle is causing consider- 
able damage at present, particularly on cu- 
cumbers, squash and cantaloupes. It has 
been found that this beetle may be con- 
trolled by using a repellent dust. A great 
variety of materials are in use throughout 
the county but the best results have prob- 
ably been secured by the Zelzah cucumber 
growers who are using a mixture of gyp 
sum and calcium arsenate in the proportion 
of twenty pounds of gypsum to one pound 
of calcium arsenate. Finely ground «yp 
sum euch as is in use for plastering has 
been found to give the best results and is 
easily obtained. 
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in color, so it is possible to realize what 
complete uncertainty surrounds the fast 
closed bud on a new seedling. The seed 
and pollen parents are selected in an at. 
tempt to retain or accentuate certain char 
acteristics, but as Pedro Dot, one of the 
greatest of European hybridizers, has said. 
“I breed my roses for certain resulte—and 
rarely get them. But I often get something 
far more beautiful than I ever dreamed of 
getting.” That seems to be the universal 
experience among hybridizers. 


Capt. Thomas declares that it takes three 
generations, at least, before a rose can 
prove its merit. He has now in his garden. 
some 600 seedlings. Out of that group will 
probably come less than a dozen new varie 
ties, roses which the originator will consid- 
er worthy of naming and distributing. But 
if he got only one exquisite new rose, in 
return for all his effort, Capt. Thomas would 
feel repaid for his work, for he is a true 
rose lover. 


During the years of his experimentat ions, 
he has added many fine varieties to rose 
catalogues throughout the world. Thou- 
sands and thousands of these plants have 
been sold by commercial houses. Yet the 
captain has never profited by their success. 
It has been his custom to sell his origins 
tions to some one of the leading houses in 
this country, who introduce it to the public. 
The proceeds from the sales have gone to 
the American Rose Society. An exception 
was made to this rule when Captain Thom 
as sold two of his roses outright last year. 
and gave the money to the Rose Festlrai at 
Portland Or., for the purpose of buving a 
cup which was to be offered as an award 
for the best exhitit of Thomas roses grown 
in that city. The cup will be in compett- 
tion next year; but this year, Capt. Thomas 
sent by air mail six boxes of cut blooms 
from his own gardens which were exhibit. 
ed at the recent Rose Festival and will prob 
ably tend to stimulate the competition tn 
these varieties. 


PLENTY TO CHOOSE FROM 


There are fully 2000 varieties of 
roses planted in his garden, many of them 
to be found nownere else in this country. 
for Capt. Thomas is making very extensive 
tests in Europein verieties. He says that 
English or continental varieties should be . 
tested two years in the United States be 
fore their value for growing here can be de- 
cided. Our climate often affects color and 
growing habits, and many are suitable for 
but one section of the country. Generally 
speaking, English roses are best suited to 
the Northwest and sections in the central 
part of the United States, while Mediter- 
ranean varieties and those “rom Australia 
are usually well adepted to California. 

An idea of the lengths to which Capt. 
Thomas is willing to go in conducting his 
experiments ts gathered from the sight of 
several very old rose trees and bushes iu 
his garden. It is perfectly evident that they 
did not grow there. Some of them are 
known to be fully fifty years old. Believing 
that old wood weuld be of gest value to 
him in his research work, he searched the 
countryside for them, finding thm often an 
old abandoned ranches, in th: most out-of- 
the-way places. At the outlay of a good 
deal of money and labor he brought them, 
one by one, to grece his Bever'y Hills gar- 
den, and to do their bit in the work of di 
covering new beauties in the rose. 


Among the originations to his credit ts 
the gorgeous dark crimson-maroon, Dr. 
Huey.“ a superb pillar rose, of the hardy 
climbing variety, a particular'y valuable 
one, according to many authorities, and their 
opinion seems justified in view of the fact 
that this rose won the Hubbard gold medal, 
for the finest American rose, a medal which 
is only given every five years and strong 
ly competed for by every hybridizer. Many 
of his roses have repeatedly won the gold 
medal at the Portland Rose Festival and 
have passed their official tes in the la 
ternational Gardens there with highest hon- 
ors. 

To hundreds of people, the name of Capt. 
George Thomas, Jr. is significant as one of 
the greatest authorities on golf, but to oth- 
er hundreds, it stands for a great rosarian, 
a man who has contributed very substan. 
tially to the science of rose culture, and to 
the literature on the subject, one who has 
helped to fl their gardens with beauty, 
Californians, it seems to me, owe him 4a 
special debt of gratitude, for the effort he 
has made and is still making to find roses

It ie very important that control 
measures be applied at the right time with- 
out delay. 

The proper and effective control of in- 
sects on the average farm makes it good 
practice to keep a supply of insecticidal ma- 
terials on hand at all times. These should 
include blackleaf forty, hydrated lime (or a 
prepared nicotine dust) calcium arsenate, 
lead arsenate, gypsum, sulphur, bran and 
molasses. These will prove effective 
against most of the common pests. Other 
materials, like calcium cyanide for wire- 
worms, may have to be obtained as neces- 
ity warrants. 


Pest control is largely a matter of get- 
ting there first with the proper agencies. 
After the bug or worm has satisfied its ap- 
petite any amount of deadly dust or repel- 
lant material will not restore the plant's 
sapped vitality.

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We Dont Want This! 


RUIT growers have pests enough to 

fight, both home-grown and already im- 
ported, without hazarding warfare with any 
others which a looser enforcement of quar- 
antine might bring. Therefore vineyardists 
are not unreasonably disquieted by the 
news that, according to advices received by 
G. H. Hecke, Director of the California De- 
partment of Agriculture, the United States 
government has agreed to send an inspect- 
or to Spain this summer, to report upon 
the degree of prevalence of the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly in Spanish grapes. Owing to 
the exclusion of Spanish grapes in 1923, 
there has been difficulty, apparently, in 
forming a permanent treaty of commerce 
between the two countries and that seems 
to be the reason fag the government's 
move. 


Now, the Mediterranean fruit fly is about 
the most serious pest of fruit and vegetables 
known to science. Ranchers have no desire 
to offer it a pleasant home in California. 
“The press dispatch,” says Mr. Hecke, “al- 
leges that a plan is being considered which 
provides for permanent American inspectors 
in those provinces which Spain claims are 
free from the fruit fly to inspect and certt- 
fy grape shipments to the United States.”

Undoubtedly they will, and most strenw 
ously, oppose any program which contem- 
plates interference with the legitimate quar- 
antines now in force, Not for trade protec 
tion, not to eliminate competition from grow- 
ers of a climate similar to our own, but to 
protect the fruits and vegetables of Califor- 
nia from dangerous infestation should Call 
fornians bestir themselve. If the Mediter- 
ranean fly looms on the landscape our fruit 
growers and those of all America may well 
become embattled, for this pest would rep- 
resent about the last straw by way of mis 
fortune to our horticulture. 


Entomologists Meet to 
Talk About Bugs 


ALHAMBRA.—Entomologiste from an 
sections of California, and some from Mex- 
ico, attended the fourth quarterly meeting 
of the Southern California Entomological 
Club, held here June 17. 

The pepper weevil, which infeste all vari 
eties of peppers in Southeastern Los Ange 
les, northern San Diego, and Orange coun- 
ties, was discussed by Roy E. Campbell, of 
the Federal Laboratory at Alhambra. J. A. 
Hyslop, of the United States Bureau of En- 
tomelogy, spoke on the assistance local en- 
tomologists could render by keeping him 
informed of local conditions; he, in return 
could assist in control programs. T. D. Ur- 
bans of Sacramento discussed that new pest, 
the wrongly named Australian tomato wee 
vil (which prefers turnips, carrots and 
beets,) and has so far kept itself to the San 
Francisco Bay region. 

Among the notable guests of the club 
were Dr. Alfons Dampf. Chief Entomolo 
gist, and Sr. Copel Rivas, of the Agricultur- 
al Defense of Mexico, Dr. Dampf presented 
some excellent illustrated charts covering 
important insect problems in Mexico. 

The officers chosen for the year were H. 
J. Ryan, Los Angeles county horticultural 
commissioner, president: George P. Weldon, 
Chaffey Junior College, Ontario, vice-prest- 
dent, and T. King Fisher, United States De 
partment of Agriculture, Alhambra, secre 
tary. 


Wide Variation Shown 
in Vineyard Costs 


VISALIA.—The farm efficiency study of 
costs reported by growers of Thompson 
seedless grapes and conducted by the Tru 
lare County Farm Bureau and the State Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service, has resulted 
in variations on different places which are 
characterized as “amazing.” 

W. E. Gilfillan, county farm adviser, says 
that the growers spent all the way from 
$4.63 up to $12 an acre for pruning, and it 
cost them from 90 cents up to $6.40 an acre 
for brush disposal. The average cost of 
pruning vineyards over five years of age 
was $8.19 per acre and the average for 
brush disposal was $1.92 per acre for thirty- 
eight vineyards. Pruning by contract cost 
more than day labor by an average of 75 
cents per acre. 

While these figures.are not complete, Mr. 
Gilfillan feels that these variations indicate 
that Many growers may cut their costs very 
greatly, and a careful study of methods of 
handling grapes commercially will be of 
great benefit to the industry in Tulare coun- 
ty. 


Nicotine Fixes Em 

“Thrips, the tiny yellow mites which 
throng the under side of leaves, have been 
worrying several truck crops, especially on- 
ions and cucumbers.” says Los Angeles 
County Assistant Farm Adviser F. H. Ernst, 
who suggests that growers use a 5 per cent 
nicotine dust which cap be purchased or 
prepared at home, and give early and thor- 
ough applications.

DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


AN JUAN CAPISTRANO.—Heading and 

threshing me now well along in the N 

Toro and San Juan Capistrano grain 
districts of Orange county. The crops of 
barley and wheat are running better than 
average yields, owing to favorable moisture 
conditions during the spring months. Ac- 
cording to John Osterman, veteran grain 
grower of El Toro and chairman of the Or- 
ange County Farm Burean Grain Growers 
Department, about 175,000 sacks of grain 
will be harvested this season in those dis- 
tricts. The principal varieties of barley are 
Oregon Club Mariout, Hero, 4000“ and 
Common. Barly Defiance is the main varie- 
ty of wheat. The Irvine Ranch will set 
aside fifty acres or more for testing the bet 
ter new varieties of barley and wheat next 
season in co-operation with the Agricultural 
Extension Service. 


WILL SPRAY WEED PEST 


EL, CENTRO.—Imperial county’s horticul- 
tural commissioner, B. A. Harrigan, has 
started a fight against the puncture vine, 
bane of ranchers and motorists. A spray- 
ing truck filled w.th chemicals which kill 
every vine that ie sprayed has been started 
out over the val’ey. Every roadway in the 
Imperial Valley will be treated. Farmers 
have been tremirded by Mr. Harriga; that 
alfalfa and other hay containing this weed 
will be hard to market, and he suggests that 
to maintain the standard quality of market- 
able hay, they too should make an effort to 
destroy the pest on their ranche>. 


APHIDS LIKE SUNSHINE 

LOMPOC—This valley, where it is said 
that over two-thirds of the commercial mus- 
tard used in the United States is grown, will 
have at least 4500 acres planted to this crop 
this year. The mustard is doing well, in 
fact better than in some seasons, as the fog- 
gy weather is proving beneficial not only to 
growth but In keeping down the aphis, a 


pest which sometimes attacks the crop at 


a critical stage. This season the aphis have 
failed to appear. About 3000 acres are 
planted to brown and 1500 acres to yellow 
mustard. 


PICNIC COMING 

HUNTINGTON BEACH.—<According to 
word from Roy K. Bishop, president of the Or- 
ange County Farm Bureau, the ninth annual 
picnic of the organization will be held here 
on the sands of Huntington Beach, July 9. 
The quarterly meeting of the regional farm 
bureau conference will be held in conjunc- 
tion. Representatives from all Southern 
California farm bureaus are expected to at- 
tend, K. B. Campbell, State Farm Bureau 
director from Orange county, will preside. 


APPLE CROP ESTIMATED 

CHINO.—At the annual meeting of the 
Chino Valley Apple Growers’ Association 
which was held here June 28, W. BE. Disher, 
maneger of the organization, stated that the 
apple crop of the valley is estimated at 52 
per cent of normal. This estimate was made 
— a survey of the orchards in the dis- 
trict. 


PLOWING BEGINS 


CALIPATRIA.—Plowing for fall vegetable 


crops has commenced here. Flett and Flem- 
Ing expect to increase their pea acreage 
from 160 to 240 acres in the Highline dis- 
trict east of town. The most fertile land 
will be sown to fall peas and the rest to 
spring peas. 


STARTS SHIPPING PLUMS 

ARMONA.—George Aydelott, one of the 
largest growers of Tragedy plums in the 
State, has commenced shipping, all his out 
put going East. The plum crop of the San 
Joaquin Valley generally is reported to be 
light, but Mr. Aydelott says that the yield 
from his orchard is fairly good. 


CITRUS GROWERS GATHER 

ORANGE.—Citrus growers in large num- 
bers from Riverside, Orange and Los Ange- 
les counties gathered with their families 
under the oaks of Orange County Park June 
18 and enjoyed a delightful picnic at which 
all sorts of sports were staged. The guess- 
ing contest—how many oranges there were 
in a hogshead—-was won by Mrs. J. H. La 
Follette of Whittier and Mrs. M. Crawford. 
A barbecue dinner was served in the after- 
noon by the California Spray Chemical Com- 
pany of Watsonville, the host of the day.

TESTING OUT RICE 


HOLTVILLE.—Two experimental rice 
projects are under way in this section of 
the Imperial Valley. One of the projects is 
being conducted four miles east of this city 
on the OGoodnow ranch, where 160 acres are 
being planted. Ed Poore, a rancher near 
Holtville; is also putting in an experimental 
crop of about eighty acres. Rice matures 
here in from 110 to 120 days. 


4 MAKE PROFITS AT HOME 
MONROVIA.— Mrs. M. Atkinson has found 
truit- growing on a small scale profitable, and 
that planting on her home place fruit and 
nut trees, berries and vines as well as orna- 
mentals has been well worth while.

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He Has a “System” for 
Ratsing Ducks 


BALDWIN PARK—The T. F. Rawson 
duck farm, one of the most interesting 
poultry establishments of this place, had 
its beginning three years ago last Christ- 
mas, when the older on of the Rawson 
family bought 25 Pekin ducks as a present 
for his younger brother. That “present” 
soon suggested possibilities that interest- 
ed the entire family and the enterprise 
that began as a sort of educational pas- 
time for a boy gradually developed into a 
family affair. Today duck raising is a 
real business with the Rawsons, there be- 
ing around four thousand of these fowls 
on the family place on North Main street. 

Practically three acres of ground are 
given over to the upkeep of the ducks. 
There are many separate enclosures for 
breeding stock and the developing flock, 
as well as plantings of barley in winter 
and Sudan grass in summer. No eggs are 
sold, as even with the present breeding 
pens, making possible the filling of a five 
hundred and fifty-egg incubator each 
week, the Rawsons say it is sometimes 
dificult to supply sufficient birds to meet 
the market demands. 


Immediately upon leaving the incubator, 
the ducklings are placed in pens in the 
large gas-heated brooder house, where in 
progressive rotation they are “moved 
along” until they are ready for their 
places in the outside yards. Here, on rig- 
id weekly schedule, they are moved on- 
ward toward the sales pen. 

The ducks are given a moist mash and, 
as bulk is most essential, this consists in 
a large measure of bread, crackers, oatmeal, 
peas and other foods that induce quick and 
heavy growth. Green feed is cut and fed 
freely in other troughs and a special egg 
mash is given to the breeders. These, it 
is sald, respond readily, “doing their stuff” 
in most satisfactory fashion. Young stock 
ig selected each year for breeding and care 
is taken that only good-sized eggs are used 
for incubation, The result is that w 
these large eggs insure the hatching of vig- 
orous birds, they also lessen the capacity - 
of the incubator considerably below the quo- 
ta assigned for the smaller-sized hen eggs. 

Visitors at the Rawson duck farm are 
surprised to find in the smoothly swept, 
hard dirt yards, only small and shallow 
pools of water instead of a “lake” of some- 
what generous proportions. The explana- 
tion is that while the ducks must have 
enough water to allow them to wash their 
bills, if they are to remain clean and 
healthy, they would soon work their fat off 
if given too much water to swim about in. 
The elimination of the large pools of water 
a novice would expect to see also has a d, 
rect bearing upon the economic establish- 
ment and upkeep of a plant of this kind. 

A flock of 25 Mallard ducks, some pheas- 
ants, geese and turkeys, several hutches of 
meat and fur bearing rabbits, and a “home 
flock” of White Leghorns and Rhode Island 
Reds are also in evidence on this place. The 
hens, however, are soon to be disposed of 
in order that more room may be made avail- 
able for the big white ducks. Most of the 
rabbits are also to be disposed of so that 
within a short time, the place will be ex- 
clusively a duck ranch in so far as commer- 
cial activity is concerned. 

To those who have failed at raising ducks 
for market, as well as to those who are 
planning to enter this business, on either 
a large or small scale, the following advice 
from the successful operators of the Rawson 
duck farm should prove of value. First of 
all, they say, one must have “good stock 
and a good market.” This market must be 
kept alive by some sort of a system that 
will make it imperative for the owner to 
turn over at stated intervals sizable con- 
signments of fat, young ducks that have 
been produced at as conservative a feeding 
and labor cost gs possible. The Rawsons 
cite the routine of their ranch, whereby 
each week an incubator is filled with eggs 
that will, in the course of twelve weeks, 
form another connective link in the chain 
of definite weekly hatching and weekly ship 
ping that is their highly successful program. 
Rather than have this system falter, even 
temporarily, they assert that they would 
buy hatching eggs regardless of price, and 
in needful quantity to enable them to carry 
on according to their schedule.

Some of the roses are cut with stems as 
long as forty-two inches. Long stem roses 
are more expensive because of the time it 
takes to cultivate them. When the rose is 
about to bud it ts “pinched” and the stem 
grows out again. This method is continued 
until the stem is of the desired length. 


The Santa Ana greenhouse covers three 
acres, all under glass. Roses alone are 
grown. More than five miles ot heating 
pipes are used to maintain just the tempera- 
ture required. During the night the temper- 
ature is kept at 60 deg. and in the day at 
80 deg. Eighteen employees tend to roses 
in and about the greenhouse. 


The rose bushes are given great care and 
readily respond to culture. Every two weeks 
they are washed and watered and trained to 
the stakes that support them. They are 
regularly sprayed to combat insects and dis- 
ease. Roses are continually in bloom at 
the plant. The roses are cut twice daily 
and the entire supply is shipped by whole- 
sale lots to Los Angeles. 

After the rose bushes are four years old, 
they are usually replaced with new plants. 
The old plants, transferred to flower plots, 
take on new life under the new conditions 
of temperature and soll, many making ideal 
bushes for decorative purposes.

Fine Rural Store Bids 
for City Trade 


TULARE.—tTravelers along the Southern 
Pacific main line through the San Joaquin 
Valley and. autoists driving over the State 
Highway have for some months marveled 
at the construction of a large and handsome 
building of colonial architecture “out in 
the country” a few miles north of this city. 
That building, now completed, is occupied 
by a branch of the 8. Sweet Company, 
pioneer mercantile establishment of Visalia, 
and is undoubtedly one of the finest “cross- 
roads stores to be found anywhere. It is 
already drawing more than a country trade, 
as many residents of the towns of this re- 
gion frequently drive to the store to make 
purchases. 

This store, seemingly an outgrowth of 
the roadside stand idea that has attained 
such popularity in California, is so situated 
as to attract traffic “coming and going” as 
well as a more or less regular trade. It is 
at Tagus, which is really the shipping point 
for the big Tagus Ranch, with its small 
army of employees, and not .a little of its 
trade will come from the Tagus workers. 
One thing is certain, no ranch workers in 
the whole country around any longer find it 
necessary to “go to-town” to buy things.

He Demonstrated in His 
Own Grove 


ANAHEIM.—At a recent scaly bark con- 
trol demonstration held in the orange grove 
of N. J. Stehly, four miles west of here, Mr. 
Stehly himself conducted the work, showing 
the proper method of scraping for the dis- 
ease and emphasizing the importance of be- 
ginning the treatment before the trouble 
gets too much of a start. He used a solu- 
tion of one level teaspoonful of permanga- 
nate of potash in a pint of water as a disin- 
fectant. 

Mr. Stehly is one of ten project leaders 
trained this year by H. K Wahlberg, Or- 
ange county farm adviser, in the art of 
scaly bark control, and these men have con- 
ducted ten demonstration meetings in the 
county this season. About 100 orange grow. 
ers Attended the gathering. 


Ranch Goes in Heavily 
for Spinach 


TULARE.—To the list of major activities 
of the big Tagus Ranch near this city there 


was this year added that of spinach pro- 


daction on a large scale. The planting was 
made following successful experiments in 
1926 and amounts to around 600 acres. The 
ranch has also had encouraging success with 


* pimiento peppers and may make a large 


planting of this crop by another year. 


The Tagus Ranch consists of 6780 acres 
and is divided into two tracts, one, known 
as the Tagus Ranch proper, consisting of 
3280 acres, and the other, called Merritt 
Farms having 3500 acres. The “Tagus” 
division is being highly developed to a 
variety of crops, while it is intended that the 
other portion shall be almost entirely in al- 
falfa at the close of two years. The “Tagus” 
planting of peaches is one of the largest in 
the world, comprising 2000 acres of canning 
varieties, with 400 acres in bearing. Cotton, 
alfalfa and vegetables are being inter- 
cropped in the fruit tracts. The ranch is 
also widely known for its Poland-China and 
Duroc-Jersey swine. 


How New Law Is Going 
to Be Regulated 


At a meeting on Friday, June 24, in the 
Los Angeles Produce Exchange, G. H. Hecke, 
director of the California State Depart- 
ment of Agriculeurt, and Wells A. Sher- 
man, newly appointed chief of the division 
of markets, outlined the general policies 
that will guide the department in adminis- 
tering the California commission merchants 
law passed at the last session of the Lezisla- 
ture, and in force August 1, 1927. The new 
Federal Produce Agency Act, adopted re- 
cently by Congress, and to go into effect July 
1, 1927, was also discussed in relation to 
its application to the local produce business. 


The meeting, attended by nearly a hun- 
dred local produce men and shippers, was 
opened by C. L. Sawdey, Los Angeles lettuce 
man, who introduced Director Hecke. After 
a few introductory remarks in which he 
called fer the co-operation of the trade in en- 
forcing the new law, Mr. Sherman was 
called upon to take up in detall the proposed 
regulations under the bill. As these are of 
great importance to growers they are re 


in the produce business and has a principal 
place of business at one place and owns or 
leases and operates warehouses or recelv- 
ing and shipping stations located elsewhere 
in the State, and where the agents issue 
checks or vouchers drawn on the firm and 
cleared through one bank, only one license 
and bond are required. However, for the pur- 
pose of acquainting the public with the fact 
that this firm is licensed and bonded, it is 
required “that any agent of a licensed pro- 
duce dealer shall show in writing his au- 
thority from his principal or employer to act 
as such agent.” The, State Director of Ag 
riculture will, therefore, issue identification 
cards, showing that the bearer is an agent 
of a certain licensed firm and may solicit 
farm products for sale on commission. 

2. Licenses or copies of licenses must be 
placed in a conspicuous place plainly visible 
to the public in the offices and salesrooms 
where the licensed dealer operates and 
identification cards of agents operating as 
solicitors and receivers of farm products 


for sale on commission as provid for i 


regulation one should at all times car- 
ried upon the person of the agent who must 
exhibit the same upon request of a consign- 
or or other interested person. 

3. When losses are sustained through 
dealing with licensed dealers for any of the 
reasons set forth in section eight of the act, 
claims and representations should be filed 
with the State Director of Agriculture in the 
form of an affidavit duly signed and sworn 
to before a notary public setting forth the 
facts in the particular case and substantiat- 
ing the claim by correspondence, shipping 
bill, account sales, or other documents re 
ceived from the produce dealer, or by other 
evidence. Upon receipt of a verified com- 


shall proceed to te 

the office at Sacramento a decision, « 
of sald findings to be furnished to all 
parties thereto: Provided, that if the facts 
shown by the complainant or ascertained by 
investigation are deemed by the Director of 
Agriculture to warrant prosecution under 
section 12 of the act, no decision on the 
complaint shall be issued until after the 
criminal prosecution (if any) shall have 
been heard in a court of competent jurisdic. 


4. A consignor or consignee has in the 
event of any dispute arising at the time 
delivery as to condition, quantity, grade, 
pack, quality or weight of any lot, shipment 
or consignment of farm products, the right 
to call for a State inspection certificate es- 
tablishing the same which shall be final as 
to its recitals.

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He Found the Art of Living 


in Building 


Up a Badly Treated Ranch 


By FRANCES DUNCAN 


DELIGHTFUL ranch home, where some- 
thing of the joyous art of living com- 
bines with successful agricultural en- 

terprise, where is time for diversion, where 
garden beauty and skiliful farming are met 
together, is rather uncommon. But Capt. 
Harry Gants, on his El Dorado Ranch 
at Fullerton, has made the combination. 
Possibly his wife, who ig better known as 
Lois Weber, has had something to do with 
it, but I have the notion that she keeps to 
Ber work as a motion picture director, for 
fine work usually implies sticking to one’s 
job, and that, much as she enjoys it, the 
ranch is her husband's affair. 


El Dorado Ranch is about 100 acres in ex- 
tent and lies just north and west of Fuller- 
ton. One enters the gateway from the Ful- 
lerton-Los Angeles highway, and the drive 
winds up the steep ascent, curving about 
the hill, first west, then north, then turning 
and entering the wide courtyard of the late 
ly built, Spanish-type house. This house is 
built on what the earlier landscape garden- 
ers would call an “eminence.” It overlooks 
the town of Fullerton, which, both on the 
south and west, keeps encroaching on the 
ranch; it looks over the wide sweep of or- 
ange groves, gay in green and gold 

Some twelve years ago, when Capt 
Gantz first came into possession of the 
ranch, it was anything but an “El Dorado.” 
In this climate, eminences have their disad- 
vantages and the grove had suffered sert 
ously from the washing away of the soil; 
the orange grove had not been profitable; 
the grove of eucalypti which covered the 
steep slope from stable and poultry houses 
to the drive, was considered worthless. 
had been planted in the days when folk ex- 
pected it to prove a valuable timber crop. 

One of the first things the captain did 
was to check the erosion. Along his drive 
ways, at the margins of his orange groves, 
he made low embankments, and planted 
thereon mesembryanthemum, which both 
held the soil and made for the drive a high- 
ly decorative border. Some 600 yards of the 
driveway, where it swings north in its ¢urve 
around the hill, a canyon had cut a deep 
gash into Capt. Gantz’s “eminence,” some 
forty rods away there was another deep 
canyon on the west. Every year the torren- 
tial rains washed away quantities of good 
soll from the grove down into Fullerton. 
Capt. Gantz decided to keep the soil at 
home, and—doing on a small scale exactly 
what is done on a large scale throughout 
the San Bernardino Mountains and else- 
where for the same purpose—he made a 
series of check dams. In some places the

ground was built up by these means as 
much as twelve feet. Moreover, he steadily 
worked at levelling a small knoll west of 
the drive toward the canyon, with the result 
that the ground now slopes so slightly that 
it is possible to plant where once it 
was out of the question. The first planting 
on this reclaimed land was alfalfa, and a 
fine crop was harvested. Now the ground 
has been prepared for planting orange

Thinks He'll Get a Stand. 


With enough Captain Harry Cantz 
of Fullerton he can make alfalfa 


trees, while across the canyon, on the far- 
ther slopes a young grove is already start- 


Another of his improvements was the in- 
stallation of his own water supply and 
pumping plant. From the house, the ground 
still rises as one goes north and the pump- 
ing plant and reservoir are on the highest 
point. The reservoir is not only useful and 
beautiful (for its bank is covered with the 
gay mesembryanthemum) but it serves 
amusement purposes as well. A string of 
bath-houses adorns its northern rim: a good- 
ly diving board is there, and a tower whence 
the bold may take a sure-enough dive. Ful- 
lerton has no plunge and Capt. Gantz is suf- 
ficiently public-spirited to let the Fullerton 
youngsters swim in his resevoir. Some

HE Southern California gardener is now 
in a mood to answer the oft repeated 
question: “Does it pay to plant a vege- 

table garden?” For sweet corn, string beans, 
potatoes and many other vegetables are now 
appearing on the family table from the 
Spring garden, and the superior flavor of 
these “home-growns” is a reason for a de- 
cidedly emphatic affirmative answer to the 
doubter. Water bills have been forgotten 
(they are never as high as some would have 
us believe) and the initial cost of seeds and 
fertilizer hardly approximates the retail 
value of the first two or three pickings from 
the garden. 


As the spring planting is exhausted, the 
question of what to plant in the same plot 
again for the fall season naturally arises. 
For in Southern California, the home gar- 
dener can indulge in his hobby all the year 
‘round, and have two crops of most vege- 
tables and three of many. There is a reason 
then for the growing enthusiasm for garden- 
ing as a pleasant and profitable hobby. Such 
activity has all the strong points of golf as 
an exercise, for after all, golf ig nothing 
more than gardening with different tools. 
In gardening, however, every effort is repaid 
with fresh vegetables for the kitchen, and 
new economics in the family budget, while 
golf results in misplaced divots, divorces, 
and even manslaughter. And while on this 
subject, tt might be well to point out that if 
the amount spent in America for golf were 
to be utilized for garden supplies and gar- 
dening, the commercial vegetable producing 
industry would pass out of existence. 

The second planting of the year will be 
more costly than the first because of the 
added expense of preparing the -soil for 
planting. As has often been recommended 
in these columns, all summer and warm 
weather plantings, in fact, all plantings 
made when the soil has not been thoroughly 
soaked with the rains, should be preceded by 
a careful flooding with the idea of insuring 
an ample moisture supply to bring up the 
plants above the surface of the soil, when 
irrigation can be given them. Sprinkling be- 
fore the seed has germinated and the seed- 
lings appear is disastrous, especially at this 


time of year. All plots, then, which are to be 


planted now should be carefully eleared of 
refuse and any @emaining plant material, 
then flooded in accordance with our regular 
recommendations, which, briefly, include 
checking the surface up into beds six feet 
square with six inch borders, and filling 
these with water several times. 

After spading, the plot is ready for any 
vegetable plantings and some of the timely 
ones are noted herewith. Cauliflower and 
cabbage are in order, but a special article 
will be given over to them later. 


SOME TIMELY ONES 


One can still plant sweet corn for the lat- 
est supply, also all types of beans. If limas 
have not as yet been put in, then it is a good 
idea to get busy with them. Of the snap 
beans, perhaps the best for late planting is 
the white seeded Kentucky Wonder, or the 
Canadian Wonder. The white seeded “Kain- 
tuck” is more resistant to mildew rust, and 
late season troubles than the brown seeded 
strain. Of sweet corns, try the Golden Ban- 
tam, or Morse’s Carmel Golden. Either will 
produce well during the remainder of the 
season. 

Do not make the second planting of pota- 
toes as yet. Wait until around the first of 
August. It must be remembered that the 
fall crop of potatoes is more costly to grow 
than the spring crop because of added water 
needs. However, those who have space 
available should all means plant a few 
— es ir gardens for the win-

late, especially for the first two. One can 
plant the new vegetable, topeppo, yet, al- 
though one should secure plants rather than 
e*tempt to grow them from seed. This vege- 
table ts gaining favor and should be repre- 
sented in every home garden in Southern 
California. Melons, such as the Honey Dew, 
Casaba, and Persian, described recently, can 
still be planted, and a late planting of cu- 
cumbers is still in order. 


In many gardens, the spring planting of 
root crops and greens has already been ex- 
hausted. These plots can again be used for 
such crops if some fertilizer is added. How- 
ever, it is best to utilize the plot from which 
potatoes or sweet corn have been taken, if 
possible. Planting of Purple Top Globe tur- 
nips, Chatanay carrots, all varieties 
radishes, Early Biood turnip beets, Swiss 
chard, summer spinach, bunching onions, 
kohlrabi and so on should be made. Thorough 
soaking and preparation of the soil should 
precede such a step, however, and the double 
row systémf often described in these pages, 
should be utilized. Make the double rows 
only about four inches high at this time. 
During the summer months, there is no need 
to consider drainage, and higher beds often 
dry out, especially in the lighter soils. If 
the beds dry out before the seedling plants 
appear, then a single stream of water can be 
run down between rows. Care should be 
taken, however, that the seed row is not 
flooded. 


SPECIAL DUTIES 


There are a few special duties in the gar- 
den which must be attended to at this time. 
The trellising of the Japanese Climbing 
cucumbers, the variety recommended by the 
writer, is in order. The best way to handle 
these vines is to set heavy 214 posts, ex- 
tending about six feet above the surface of 
the soil, every ten feet, with one smaller 
stake of the same height in between each of 
these. Horizontally between these uprights 
should be run smali-gauge wire. These 
parallel wire supports should be about eight-

Japanese climbing cucumbers darting off on 


een inches apart, the first one about twelve 
inches above the surface of the soil. The 
runners should be tied to the cross wires 
with sift cloth, torn in strips about 1 inch 
wide and 12 inches long. By careful 
handling, one can fill a six-foot trellis with 
plants set every two Teet apart. 

When tomatoes are blossoming freely and 
fruit is setting on, it is advisable to cut 
down the water supply, since an overappli- 
cation of water is Mable to cause the bilos- 
soms to drop freely. This is especially true 
when water is supplied by sprinkling, a prac- 
tice which b s no place in the Southern Call- 
fornia vegetable garden, and especially with 
such plants as tomatoes and cucumbers. 

Just at this time, insect pests and plant 
diseases are prevalent. There are many kinds 
of dangerous invaders in the home garden— 
for too many to take up here. The home 
gardener should have, as a part of his work- 
ing equipment, a copy of “Plant Disease and 
Pest Control” Circular 265, issued by the 
University of California. It is the most com- 
plete and accurate work covering local con- 
ditions that is available, and will be a great 
help in determining first, the pest or disease 
that is present; second, the method of con- 
trol, and, third, formulas for the best in- 
secticides and fumigicides. It can be se 
cured by addressing the University of Call- 
fornia, College of Agriculture, Berkeley, the 
Agricultural Department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, or M. B. Rounds, Los 
Angeles County Farm Adviser, 230 Court 
street, Los Angeles.

Protein and Starch 


The protein and starch question occupies 
so mach attention In amateur dietetics that 
Jam quoting what Dr. Benedict Last, presi- 
dent of the American Nauropathic Associa- 
tion, says on this question. 

This article appeared im a recent issue of 
the magazine Nature's Path. It may enlight-. 
en many of its enthusiastic, yet little know- 
ing group who like to arrive at dietetic de 
cisions through “catch phrases.” and snap- 
py” expressions. 

“The food question is a Chinese puzzle 
to the student who tries to reconcile the 
ideas advanced by our dietetic authorities. 
We are asked more questions about food 
than any other topic. Now we don't know 
of any short-cut to the mastery of dietetics. 
Looking for a short-cut usually results in 
acquiring a mess of conflicting ideas with 
no means of judging the good from the bad. 
It is a subject for deep study that should be 
based om a good working knowledge of anat- 
omy and physiology as well as the patholo 
gy of disease conditions.” 

A mere knowledge of the physiology of d. 
gestion and of food chemistry is not suffici- 
ent for the dietitian. It requires a know- 
ledge of the bedy’s chemistry in both health 
and disease and a knowledge of food chem- 
istry to enable us to determine what to feed 
in this, that, or the other case. 

“One rule of a prominent food authority 
puzzies many. They ask, ‘Why does he pro 
hibit protein and starch at the same meal?” 

“Most dietetic authorities and food chem- 
ists adopt the theory that all disease comes 
from the alimentary tract. 

Some years ago Metchnikof made the 
statement that the majority of chronic, or 
ganic diseases had their origin in the all 
mentary tract, due to the putrefaction of 
protein aad the absorption of the Bulgarian 
bacillus in sour milk cultures. 

Rational dietitians found it easier to pre 
vent intestinal putrefaction by eliminating 
from the diet foods which decompose too 
readily. These foods were found to be 
largely meat (inchuding fish, fowl, and shell 
fish,) eggs and some kinds of cheese. 

“Eliminating these and imcreasing the 
quantity of those foods which encourage 
normal peristalsis (if necessary first thor-

Lay a proper foundation 
im anatomy, physiology and other scientific 
subjects and study these problems for your- 
selves.”

Man dislikes pain, weakness, discomfort or 
tm health Man wishes vitality, sparkle, 
good feeling, youth of body and mind. Man 
works, struggles, worries, tears down cities 
and builds up the universe to attain what 
he wishes of happiness. Yet he knows next 
te nothing regarding the method of attaining 
normal perfection of mind and body. 


The Age of Specialization 

Many people go to doctors to treat their 
ills of the body. Im this age of medical 
specialization it is deemed wise to see a 
man specializing in dstnetve parts of the 
body such as eye, ear, nose, throat, stomach, 
Jungs, etc. 

To a considerable extent, the specialist is 
rapidly putting the old-fashioned family 
practitioner out of business. 
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General Practice Vs. Specialization 

In my humble opinion the general practt- 
toner is, was and always will be supertor 
to the specialist in the solution of mankind's 
health problems. 

How can a doctor treat ane part of the 
body without treating the entire body? 

‘The human body is an interdependent, 
correlating chain, each part closely linked 
with every other part. 

It your stomach ie inflamed how can you 
treat only the stomach and ignore any pos- 
sible causation such as auto-intoxication, 
shallow breathing, sedentary habits, nervous 
and mental exceseés, etc.? 

if your throat is irritated how will swal 
bing, or gargling. or tonsillectomy, or any 
other localized treatment stop the cause? 

You may eat too much, rest too little, 
‘work too much, lower your vitality and 
create the susceptibility to the sore throat. 
Yet these factors usually are ignored by the 
specialist and he proceeds to give his spe- 
clalized treatment, localized in the affected 
area. 

If your ear becomes diseased and mastitis 
or “running” ear forms, how will localized 
treatment affect a remedy with the cause 
lightly diagnosed as “Infection?” 

What is infection? 

The word is go promiscuously used, with 
so many varied explanations from the dif- 
ferent specialists, that I have yet to under- 
stand its clear definition. 

Surely it isn’t a germ walking into the 
mouth, casting its bleary eye upon a sweet 
little tonsil and calling te its mates, “Come 
on, gang, here’s a great little home for our 
future germ-ites.” 

It so, why do some people hang out a 
sign, “No Tonsils forgRent?” 

The general practitioner applying his 
homely, simple remedies does less harm 
and infinitely more good in his old-fashioned 
way than a specialist possibly can do. 

The age of specialization is evolving more 
and more in most walks of life, but I fat! to 
see how it can become the ultimate goal 
from a healing standpoint. 


The Surgeon 
Next we come to the surgeon. 
A surgeon is a man who treats the human 


surgical doctor as the cause of your troubles, 
that part is then doomed to be separated 


the nerves, the heart, the tissue. It saps 
the vitality and tears down the human sys 
tem tremendously. It increases mortality, 


If you are advised to have an operation, 
see a doctor from every branch of healing, 
whether you have previously called him «a 
faddist, a quack, a faker, or what-not. The 
solution of your problem may lie in the 
hands of someone far removed from your 
present line of thought. 

Surgery, if it is constructive, has its place 
in rational therapeutics. But the indiscrim!.- 
nate, wholesale removal of teeth, tonsils and 
appendices Is criminal and unwarranied. 

A new fad among the medical profession 
is to blame the teeth for rheumatiem, for 
arthritis, or for any inflammatory condition 
and to extract them without further ado. 

It is hard to imagine anything more 
foolish and cruel. 

Young boys and girls in the early twenties 
wearing plates! Every qonceivable me 
chanical means of digestion and their trouw- 
bles still prevalent aftér the operation! 

Fortunately, this practice is not true of 
all the medical profession, but it is true of 
so many that even the intelligent medical 
brethren decry and wat the W 
procédure. .. 
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The Operation 
I would like to bring ou 
popular fallacies that exist, 
to operations. 
I have often heard it said that “the opera- 
tion was a success but the patient died.” 


Why are all operations successful? 


I have yet to hear of an unsuccessful ole! 
The percentage of deaths resulting from 
operations, directly or indirectly, is much 
higher than the lalty is led to believe. Death 
may occur within a few days, or a week or 
two. If the patient dies, the failure ts at- 
tributed to the original trouble or to the 
failure of an earlier operation. 

Why is this so? 

Is it impesible to deduce that the opera- 
tion has caused the death? 

Is the average surgeon so infallible in his 
Dasing and diagnosis and so perfect in 
his technique that he cannot make a serious 
error? 

Is. it not a probable fact that the original 
diagnosis was incorrect and that the opera- 
tion work unnecessary? 

Did you ever read a neWs item or vital 
statistics that described a death as being 
caused by an operation? 

Seldom, indeed, and if you do, it's the 
rare, unusual exception. 


Drugiess Methods 

The newer forms of drugiess healing have 
many weaknesses as well as strong points. 

A great deal depends upon the individual 
doctor. For instance, some osteopaths al- 
most forget they are osteopaths.

T THIRTY-BIGHT a fellow would

Yet any man or boy who forms the 
habit of learning as he goes knows 
he is not the same this year as he 
was last, but is either better or worse 
—as in Kipling’s verse that runs: 


$ J wish myself could speak to myself 
As I left him a year ago; 
I could tell him u lot that would help him 
a lot 
o, the things he ought to know, 
. When I think of that ignorant barrack bird 
It almost makes me cry 


Each man must work out his own 
precepts and practices, his code of 
life, his personal and professional 
ethics. But there are some simple 
rules of the game that, learned in 
youth, are always remembered. 

When we were little boys my father 
gave us all a motto taken from the 
' football field. That motto holds true 
in after-life in the same fashion it 
held true then. It is: Don't flinch, 
don't foul, and hit the line hard!” 


There are all sorts of sermons in 
that. To me it has always suggested 
that with honesty of purpose, com- 
mon sense and energy a man can do 
anything he wishes. 


You may say that honesty of pur- 
pose is character, that common sense 
is a mental gift, and energy some 
thing one is either born with or 
| without. 


I answer that they can all be cul- 
tivated. The average man has a na“ 
ural share of common sense. This 
he can increase by forming the habit 
of thinking things out, weighing, com- 
| paring, looking ahead through imagt- 
nation, looking back through experi- 
ence, and using his will-power to con- 
centrate on the matter in hand. 

The commonsense man doesn't 
make excuses or talk of handicaps. 
He walks up to his difficulties or his 
ambitions and fights them fairly. 

Honesty of purpose is no more than 
the desire to use what abilities you 
have for the benefit of others. The 
commonsense man cultivates the un- 
derstanding of other men—men of all

kinds—and this leads him to make 
their cause his own. The purely seit- 
centered man doesn't get far. > 

Energy, too, is cultivatable. You | 
can exercise your mind and body and 
make a habit of it, or you can stop 
working your brain and muscles and 
become inert. But many men are en- 
ergetic who have neither bodily ro- 
bustness nor extraordinary mental 
gifts. Energy is of the spirit. 

But there is no “secret” of success, 
much as we hear the phrase.

Personality and luck do not neces- 
sarily play a part.

September 8th, all the steamers Wére 
frozen in solid, the boats being hauled over 
the ice from the steamers to the shore. It 
now became evident that we must prepare 
to spend the winter, poorly prepared as we 
were. 

Our next move was to take account of all 
food supplies aboard all the ships. Captain 
Tilton of the Alexander had enough to pro 
vide his crew sufficient food for a year, but 
he voluntarily offered to divide equally with 
us all. The Jeanette also had quite a sup 
ply of four, which they put in with the oth- 
ers, so that, when the stock of provisions 
was All divided into five parts, each ship 
had just the same amount of provisions to 
use during the winter, and it was up to each 
captain to see that the food was propor 
tioned out for the time, as no more could 
be had here. 

With the strictest economy, without help 
of game from the country, no vessel had 
enough to last six months. and we knew 
that ten months at least, and 
twelve, would intervene before 
plies could be procured. 


My crew and vessel were in the worst 
condition, for we had stretched every atom 
of food, clothes, and fuel to the utmost to 
be able to stop the last winter and sum 
mer. Added to that, we had all been 
through two trying winters and three sum- 
mers and now a third winter and a fourth 
summer were staring us in the face. 

Mrs. Cook, who had borne up bravely un- 
til she saw no hope of getting out, when 
she fully realized that another year was be- 
fore her among the snow and ice, eould not 
bear the disappointment, her nervous sys- 
tem simply going all to pieces.

Soon the men forward 
in my ship made the com- 
plaint that, although the 
meat was weighed out 
correctly to them, as a 
man from the forecastle 
was allowed to see the 
weighing, yet they sur- 
mised that their ‘whack’ 
shrunk too much in the 
cooking and that the 
cook stole part of it. 

I asked them if they 
would be better satisfied 
to have their portion giv- 
en to them to mark and 
have cooked separately 
as they wished.

Those men shook their heads as they 
gazed at the ships below and felt that they 
were now facing the gravest peril of their 
lives.

In past years very little hunting had 
been done, and unless more game was 
brought in this year than formerly, there 
would be much suffering among wus. 

With a grim determination to fight for 
life and for the lives of all that were with 
us, we went at the work of seeing that 
everything was made secondary to the 
getting of food. We so impressed the na- 
tives with our critical condition that dur- 
ing the dark days there was no let-up by 
them in trying to bring down the game. 

We all felt that when the sun came back, 
if no calamity had befallen us before that 
time, our worst and darkest period would 
be past. No wonder how often the ques 
tion arose among us, “Where shall we all 
be, or will this littl community be in- 
tact and in health, when the sun appears 
on January 16th?"
